This n ^ro has been in the prison forty years .aeeordidg to reli- 
able ai ty, though he was originally sent up to serve a term of 
just eighteen months. But he liked the prison so well that when the 
time came for his discharge he refused to leave the place and has been 
there ever since. 

Does this strange instance of a contented convict mean that the 
prison is so well conducted or tliat the convict himself is utterly lack- 
ing ambitionT Draw yonr on oonclnsions. Thepe is probably a goful 
deal of both in the conditions. The negro is lacking in ambition; 
most negroes are that, but he is also well provided for. 

The Florida prison is well eondneted, on tte honor system and 
the food provided is good. Tlir beds are good and it does not appear 
to be a prison because there ai;e not high stone walls and no eril 
.blocks with heavy iron bam and the prisoners are allowed eonsidi i - 
able freedom.
